1) MINUTES: Approval of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners meeting held on
Tuesday, August 27, 2002.

2) PUBLIC COMMENT: The public comment period is limited to thirty (30) minutes
in duration and each speaker is limited to five (5) minutes. These time limits may be
extended at the discretion of the County Board Chair. Comments shall be limited to items
on the agenda.

3) CLAIMS: Approval of all claims processed through Tuesday, September 3,
2002.

4) PUBLIC HEARINGS: (Those people wishing to testify will be sworn in.)

A. Continuation of a public hearing regarding an application for a Class B (Beer Off Sale
Only) and a Class M (Bottle Club) liquor license from Dustin and Nancy Duba d/b/a
Dusty’s Bar & Grill (formerly known as The Kramer Bar) located at 109 1% Street in
Kramer, Lancaster County, Nebraska

5) OLD BUSINESS:

A. A contract with Justice Benefits, Inc. for grant writing services and professional
assistance to the Lancaster County Corrections Department in making application and
claim for eligible funding under the State Criminal Alien Assistance Program (SCAAP).
The term of the agreement is a two year term from the date of execution for the
following reporting periods: July 1, 2001 to June 30, 2002 with application in January,
2003 and for July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003 with application in January, 2004. The
County shall pay Justice Benefits, Inc. 22 percent of all revenue paid to the County for
SCAAP as compensation. (C-02-0400)

5) OLD BUSINESS CONTINUED:

B. An agreement with the State of Nebraska, Department of Roads to supply funding to
the County’s public transportation assistance program to provide state financial
assistance to qualified eligible recipients. The State will provide assistance under the
Federal Transit Act and the Nebraska Public Transportation Act for the operation of
the project. The Federal share shall not exceed $17,093 and the State share shall not
exceed $20,691. The County share shall be all remaining eligible operating costs not
paid by those funds which is estimated to total $20,691. The term of the agreement
is July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003. (C-02-0411)

B. Grant contracts with the following:

* Nebraska Legal Services, Inc., in the amount of $28,200, for the Family Law
program, from July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003. (C-02-0418)

* Houses of Hope, Inc., in the amount of $45,000, for the Transitional Residential
Halfway House, from July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003. (C-02-0419)

* Madonna Rehabilitation Hospital, in the amount of $7,500, for the Medical
Transportation Project, from July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003. (C-02-0420)

*  Peoples City Mission, in the amount of $35,000, for the Family/Women'’s Shelter
program, from July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003. (C-02-0421)

*  Saint Monica’s, in the amount $60,000, for the Therapeutic Community program,
the Female Adolescents program and the Day Treatment Services program, from
July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003. (C-02-0426)

* Heartland Big Brothers/Big Sisters, in the amount of $10,000, for the Mentoring
program, from July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003. (C-02-0440)

C. An agreement with the Board of Regents of the University of Nebraska, the Lincoln
Housing Authority and Lancaster County Cooperative Extension for the establishment
and operation of the Nutrition Education Program (NEP) which is intended to address
the nutritional needs of certain limited income persons living in urban housing in
Lancaster County. The term of the agreement is September 1, 2002 to August 31,
2003. The County shall pay $14,005 for the services which will be provided by the
University. The Housing Authority will also pay $14,005 for the service. (C-02-0423)

D. A contract with Child Guidance Center for case management services for the Juvenile
Detention Center which shall include coordination of meetings and transitional
services, beginning July 1, 2002 and ending June 30, 2003. The County will pay up to
$53,000 for the services. (C-02-0424)



6) NEW BUSINESS CONTINUED:

E. Interlocal agreements relating to detention services between the Lancaster County
Juvenile Detention Center and Otoe, Johnson, Cass, Jefferson, Saunders, Polk,
Dawson, Nemaha and Buffalo counties. The contracts become effective upon
execution of both parties and may be terminated upon giving 30 days written notice
of termination. The County shall be paid $200 per youth for each day the youth is
housed at the Juvenile Detention Center. (C-02-0427 through C-02-0435)

F. An interlocal agreement with the City of Lincoln for medical services, 24 hours per
day, seven days per week at the Juvenile Detention Center. The medical services
include, but are not limited to, physician and nurse. The term of the agreement is
July 1, 2002 to June 30, 2003. The County shall pay the following rates for the
services: (C-02-0437)

* A single monthly fee of $591.84 per month for round the clock availability of
professional services

* A sum of $44,700, payable in 12 monthly payments of $3,725 payable for one FTE

(full-time employee) registered nurse services provided for under this agreement

A sum of $10,290 for part-time, on-call registered nurse services

$74.86 per physician’s visit to the Detention Center

$8.01 per telephone conversation with physician

Physical examination/assessment completed at actual cost

$35 per dose of Hepatitis B vaccine for each employee

$10 for tuberculosis test of each employee

$20 employment assessment for each employee

$40/hour for on-site lab services by a lab technician. Payment shall be made to

the Lincoln-Lancaster County Health Department (LLCHD) on a monthly basis

following receipt of signed and itemized monthly billing statements which shall

specify the names of the patients who were tested, examined and/or treated,

and/or the name of the Detention Center staff who received tuberculosis tests,

Hepatitis B inoculations or employment assessments, as well as dates and charges

thereof

*  Should the County Attorney’s Office require conferences, meetings, or in-court
testimony of nurses, it shall be billed to the County at the rate of $42.50 per hour

*  Should the County Attorney’s Office require conferences, meetings, or in-court
testimony of physicians, it shall be billed to the county at the rate of $74.86 per
hour
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G. Interlocal Cooperative Agreement with the State of Nebraska Department of Health
and Human Services to provide behavioral health services to high need youth who are
wards of the State of Nebraska residing in Lancaster County. The County will serve
up to 191 state ward youths at any one time. The term of the agreement is July 1,
2002 to June 30, 2003. The County will be paid $2,360 per youth served in the
program. The County shall also be paid $77,486 per month for the first three months
of the agreement and $50,000 per month for October and November which shall be
used to prepare for the acceptance of youth into the system. (C-02-0439)
